WASHINGTON  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Washington,  D.  C.,  August  16,  1874. 

I  can  aee  no  reasoD  why  people  should 
leave  Washington  for  the  Seaside  -or 
Springs  Txcept  to  bo  fashionable.  At  no 
time  of  the  year  is  our  city  so  beautiful  in  its 
wide  clean  streets,  its  numerous  splendid 
parks,  and  its  wealth  of  foliage.  It  has  the 
time  to  advantage  of  the  fresh  breezes  from  the 
jm  ,orn-  w,*^e  Potomac,  almost  as  inspiring  as  from 
the  sea — and  wlipn  the  wind  is  from  the 
west,  it  is  pure  from  the  mountains.  The 
temperature  in  the  day  is  even,  and  the 
nights  are  cool  and  comfortable,  and  our 
health-rate,  in  consequence,  is  better  than 
that  of  any  other  city  iu  the  couutry.  All
